Ontario woman dies 
in QEII collision

A 62-year-old woman from North Bay, 
Ontario was killed on Thursday when the 
ear she was riding in collided w ith an east- 
bound 2(X)5 Ford pickup at the intersec¬ 
tion of Queen Elizabeth II Highway and 
Amerada Road. 

The collision occurred shortly before 1 
p.m. when the pickup, driven by a 19-year- 
old male from Olds, attempted to cross 
both the north and southbound lanes of 
the QE II, just west of the highway. Police 
say while the pickup was attempting to 
cross the northbound lanes it drove direct¬ 
ly in front of a black 2010 Nissan Sentra, 
being driven by a 26-year-old woman from 
Calgary. 

Following the collision, the Sentra drove 


into the eastside ditch while tin- pickup 
rolled and ended up on its side in the 
northbound lanes of the highway. The driv¬ 
er of the pickup was taken to the Olds 
Hospital and Care Centre, treated and 
released. 

The driver of the Sentra was taken to a 
Calgary hospital. She was initially listed in 
serious condition but that has now been 
upgraded to stable. A three-year-old girl 
who was in the rear seat of the Sentra was¬ 
n’t ir\jured, but was taken to Calgary Social 
Services where she was turned over to the 
care of family members. 

Police said all the occupants of both 
vehicles appeared to be wearing seatbelts. 
Alcohol was not a factor in the collision. 
As of press time Friday, police were con¬ 
tinuing their investigation. No charges 
were laid as of press t ime. 


Town holds on to 
old high school land

The land was recently 
eyed as a possible loca¬ 
tion for a senior's long¬ 
term care facility. 

The property, now bare 
land located in the central 
part of town, was pur¬ 
chased three years ago 
from Chinook's Edge 
School Division for 
$800,000.

Didsbury lagging behind Carstairs’ 
mini real estate sales boom 

More residential homes have been sold in town since boom days of 2007

Burking national and provincial trends Carstairs just 
finished its best month of residential real estate sales 
activity in almost five years. 

Last month 12 homes were sold in Carstairs, the highest 
figure in the town of 2,800 citizens since January of 2007 
when a dozen homes were also sold. The total sales vol¬ 
ume of the 12 residential units sold was $8,819,237. The 
average selling price was $318,270. 

The total sales volume last month exceeds the 
$3,070,904 figure for January, 2007. As well, the 
September, 2011 average selling price for the 12 homes far 
surpasses the January, 2007 figure of $250,409. 

In 2007, there were a total of 90 residential units sold in 
Carstairs. So far this year there have been 57 homes sold. 

The average selling price for tilt' first nine months of 2011 
is $305,338. 

“Carstairs has struggled like every place else," said Mel 
('rot hers, associate broker at Royal LePage Wildrose Real 
Estate. 

"Being a small size it was a surprise to see that much 
volume go through." 

In comparison, the town of Didsbury, which has twice 
the population of about 5,000, witnessed only three 
homes sold last month with an average selling price of 
$254,667. In January, 2007, there were 11 homes sold in 
Didsbury at an average selling price of $221,791. 

Crothers believes there are two reasons why Carstairs 
is enjoying a mini-boom of real estate prosperity. First, 
there are more new homes in Carstairs than in other 
towns nearby. And secondly, the town has a closer prox¬ 
imity to Calgary', making it more attractive for commuters. 

“Carstairs has been more consistent because there are 
more new homes on the market," said Crothers.

Over the past few weeks there have been a couple of 
letters of concern from residents in the Didsbury 
Review that 1 am responding to in an effort to clarify 
some of the errors in detail that have been suggested. 

In regards to Mr. Harvey's letter of late tax payment 
penalty from Sept. 6 (‘Senior enraged with late tax 
penalty,' page 4, Didsbury Revieiv). 

Yes, he was one day late and for that he is assessed a 
late payment penalty of four per cent per month as per 
policy. 

How he came up with an annual rate of 33,500 per cent 
1 am not sure, but it is incorrect. 

If you are late with a payment for any household bill, 
payment penalties are a reality in life that you must man¬ 
age. Unfortunately, late fees do not discern if you are a 
senior, student, single parent or someone on fixed 
income, so it is left to each of us to manage our affairs 
according to the rules set out. 

As the mayor, I cannot supersede council or any policy 
of council, as I am only one vote of seven. 

When Mr. Harvey first e-mailed me I asked him if it 
was a banking transaction error that made his payment 
late and he said no, it was he who was late in making the 
payment. 

I then clarified this with administration and this was 
confirmed from our banking information. I then took 
the matter before all of council at a Committee of the 
Whole meeting, and the decision of council was that the 
late fee would apply. Council did not feel that they could 
make this exception when they had turned down other 
similar requests. 

I responded to Mr. Harvey advising that council would 
not rescind the late fee. Mr. Harvey then requested to 
come before council to plead his case, so we arranged 
for him to attend the next council meeting where he did 
not show up, so we rescheduled him to the September 
meeting where he berated council for being loan sharks. 

Due to this delay he is now upset because he was 
charged a second month’s late payment fee on the out¬ 
standing penalty amount. If he had paid when I had con¬ 
veyed council’s decision to him earlier, he would not 
have been assessed the additional four per cent on the 
outstanding late fee. 

In the end, council did not Indieve that the majority of 
Didsbury residents would have approved if we had for¬ 
given Mr. Haney his late payment penalty. 

To do so would have set a precedent that would have 
meant having to go back and make corrections to other 
requests for leniency that had been turned down prior to 
Mr. Harvey’s request.

There are monthly payment plans that can be utilized 
for paying taxes or you can drop off a date deferred 
cheque if you so choose. If you choose to wait until t he 
last day to pay your taxes, you run the risk of something 
happening that will put you in a penalty situation.

So no, 1 did not throw away my common sense in this 
matter as Mr. Harvey states. 

I applied the appropriate process as governed by the 
Municipal Government Act of the Province of Alberta on 
behalf of all the residents of Didsbury by following the 
policy created by council to ensure that everyone is 
treated equitably. 

In regards to Gerri Anderson’s comments this past 
week about council taking a trip to Japan earlier this 
year (‘Council could make other changes to curb 
spending,’ page 4, Sept 27 Didsbury Review), let me 
clarify the misinformation that she seems to have. 

The last trip to Japan was April of 2010, over 18 
months ago (not earlier this year as stated), and the only 
council member to go on that trip was me. nights were 
paid for using Avion points and the actual cash costs for 
me were less than $3,000. The focus of that trip was for 
economic development and we were able to come back 


from that trip with a contract in place with a Japanese 
glove manufacturer (Le Gants) from Miki Town to 
produce and sell a Didsbury Brand winter glove from 
which the Town of Didsbury will receive royalties from 
any gloves sold in the future. 

Yes, there are plans for another student exchange trip 
back to Miki Town this April and yes, council has 
discussed if we should send representatives back once 
again. With there being a new mayor in Miki Town he 
was anxious to meet me and to try to work on building 
new joint business opportunities between our 
communities. 

A couple of councillors had expressed an interest in 
going on the trip as well, and if they go they are going as 
a citizen of Didsbury and will be paying their own way. 
There will be no burden on the taxpayers of Didsbury 
for their trip. 

I was planning on a return trip this April but as of a 
couple of weeks ago I have declined to go due to 
personal reasons. 

So rest easy Gerri, council Ls not wasting your tax 
dollar on trips to Japan!

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Dorins awaiting 
verdict on 
purchase for 
assisted-living facility

Didsbury residents and landowners Herman and 
Shirley Dorin are currently awaiting a verdict from ten¬ 
tative land purchasers Bethany Care Society, who are 
completing preliminary evaluations of the land to deter¬ 
mine if it is suitable for their proposed 100-unit assisted 
living and continuing care facility. 

“Bethany has to make sure that this piece of property 
is pristine and meets all their requirements," said Dorin. 

The land, located at 12113 15 Ave. in Didsbury, could 
soon be home to a much-needed senior-oriented assist¬ 
ed living facility, which will be owned and operated by 
Bethany Care Society of Calgary. 

“As far as we’re concerned, we have a piece of proper¬ 
ty. They wanted a piece of property. And this is as close 
to meeting their needs as they could find,” said Shirley 
Dorin. 

“So we’ve made a tentative agreement, and that has 
not been sealed yet."

Conditional approval 
for subdivision of the 
Dorins’ land (5.5 acre 
plot from a 114.55 acre 
parcel) was recently 
granted by Didsbury 
MPC. 

“We were kind of sur¬ 
prised,” said Shirley 
Dorin of Bethany’s inter¬ 
est in their land, noting 
that there were other 
parcels in close proximi¬ 
ty to the hospital. 

But the chosen plot is 
also quite close to the 
Didsbury Hospital, 
which Dorin said will 
offer convenience. 

“Bethany has been 
very patient until we got 
this past the town, and I 
think people are very 
positive about having 
Landoumer this happen.” 

Development officer 
Dani Woodman con¬ 
firmed this at an MPC 
meeting last month, noting no objections or negative 
feedback have been received from adjacent neighbours 
regarding the proposed facility’s presence in the area. 

“It seems to me that it would be more desirable for 
ourselves and for our neighbours, so that’s why we 
thought it was appropriate,” said Dorin. 

“If you look at it esthetically, we try to please our 
neighbours. We try to keep that in mind,” said Dorin. 

“So if you’re having a choice of a lot of houses - which 
five and a half acres could accommodate - or a building 
like Bethany’s, I think most of our neighbours would be 
more in agreement to have (the latter),” she said. 

She said that she and her husband figured neighbour¬ 
ing residents would far prefer a singular building with 
nice landscaping and presumably limited traffic to “hav¬ 
ing a lot of houses” on the land. 

“If you think of all the traffic there would be with 
multi-housing, it would be quite a different thing.” 

The Dorins’ land is currently used as past ure, she said, 
and horses and goats roam freely there. 

“We’ve lived on this piece of property for a long time,” 
said Dorin, noting that she is 79 and her husband is 82. 

“There’s lots of static - people with different ideas 
about what we should be doing with our place," said 
Dorin. 

“We could have sold our property many times over, 
and we haven’t done that.” 

So why have the Dorins decided to sell their land 
now? 

“A person sells property because they need money. 
You know what I mean?" she said with a chuckle. 

“We’re not getting any younger." 

In recent weeks, Greer Black, president and CEO of 
Bethany Care Society, said they are now focusing on 
surveying the property, completing an environmental 
assessment, and finalizing the land purchase. 

“We’re moving forward on a number of fronts - our 
discussions with the government, with the land pur¬ 
chase, and the plans - in some cases it’s slower than 
what we'd anticipated.” 

“We have not finalized land purchase issues yet,” said 
Black. “But we’re working on it." 

Although Bethany Care Society is aiming to begin con¬ 
struction in the spring, Black said that how puzzle 
pieces of planning, designing and approval processes 
come together would dictate whether that start date is a 
reasonable one.

Becker receives double-lung transplant

After nine long months of 
being on a wait-list for a 
double lung transplant, 
Didsbury resident Ron 
Becker received a call on 
Sept. 2 alerting him to 
make his way to the 
University of Alberta (U of 
A) Hospital in Edmonton, 
as his lungs were ready. 

The 54-year-old was diag¬ 
nosed with Alpha-1 
Antitrypsin - a genetic dis¬ 
ease that degrades lung tis¬ 
sue - in 2004, a mere six 
months after he married 
his wife, Vema. 

In addition, Ron has also 
battled COPD (chronic 
obstructive pulmonary dis¬ 
ease), which only wors¬ 
ened his condition. 

Due to his restricted 
breathing ability, Ron was 
required to be on oxygen 
for the last four years. 

Now that he has a new 
set of lungs, he will no 
longer have to suffer with 
the effects of Alpha-1 
Antitrypsin, COPD, and 
eventually, the burden of 
being tethered to an oxy¬ 
gen tank, said Becker. 

“It felt different - great - 
to breathe on my own,” 
said Becker of when he 
woke up. His voice comes 
through the phone’s speak¬ 
er softly, slowly and 
thoughtfully. 

“I’m on oxygen a little 
bit,” he said with a pause. “I 
am a little short of breath 
right now.” 


Now that he has a work¬ 
ing set of disease-free 
lungs, Becker said he 
wants to start over. 

“I just want to have a new 
life with my wife. First 
thing I want to do is take 
my wife, and go on a little 
holiday somewhere. 
Anywhere. I don’t care.” 

“But it won’t be too far 
just yet. I know that.” 

Becker said he will have 
to remain away from 
smoke for a couple of 
years, “I can’t go firefight¬ 
ing yet," he joked. 

Tensions ran high in 
recent weeks, as he had 
been growing increasingly 
tired and weak, prompting 
a series of tests that 
revealed Becker had devel¬ 
oped a blood clot in each of 
his new lungs. 

“They’ve got me on an IV 
with blood thinners, and 
they’re trying to get my 
strength back up again,” 
said Becker. 

Vema said she has simply 
been trying to ride the emo¬ 
tional roller coaster with 
her husband, and said she 
has found it challenging to 
figure out how to help him 
at times. 

With Ron not appreciat¬ 
ing being pushed to do 
more than he feels able to 
do, and Verna wanting to 
push him to get well, the 
couple were at an 
impasse between two 
things Ron needed - rest 
and rehabilitation. 

“I try to push him a little 
bit, but he kind of digs his 


heels in. It’s very difficult," 
she said. 

“It’s going to take quite a 
while. They’ve done a big 
number on him.” 

“He’s in quite a bit of 
pain, and that’s hard to see. 
I’m tired, because it’s very 
emotional, and I’m not 
sleeping at night. That 
doesn’t help either." 

While Becker will likely 
remain in Edmonton for up 
to three months after the 
surgery date (to ensure any 
complications can be 
quickly taken care of), he 
said he anticipates being 
discharged from the hospi¬ 
tal soon, at which time he 
will go live with his wife in 
a condo they have rented 
nearby. 

Vema has been staying in 
the one-bedroom furnished 
condo owned by 
GoodHearts Mentoring 
Foundation, which pro¬ 
vides the condo for rent to 
transplant patients being 
treated at the U of A 
Hospital. 

“It’s a godsend to be able 
to have the place. I 
stressed over that so much. 
When the call comes, 
where were we going to 
stay?” said Vema. 

The condo is located four 
city blocks away from the 
U of A Hospital where Ron 
was treated and is current¬ 
ly staying. 

“He’ll come to the condo, 
and I’ll drive him back and 
forth Monday through 
Friday for physio and doc¬ 
tor’s appointments.” 


“He made it through the 
surgery well, but there is a 
lot to go through yet,” said 
Vema. 

If his body decides to 
reject its new lungs, it will 
most likely take place with¬ 
in the first year, she said, so 
daily tests are being con¬ 
ducted that are able to tell 
if rejection is setting in. 

“Supposedly, after three 
months, we can go home. 
And then the Calgary doc¬ 
tors can deal with us 
again.” 

Thankfully, the Beckers’ 
church has been very sup¬ 
portive of Ron and Vema 
throughout Ron’s battle 
with the disease. 

“I’m glad I belong to the 
Zion Evangelical 

Missionary Church. 

They’ve been very good to 
me - I don’t know what I’d 
do without them.” 

Back in June, Zion raised 
money that was put toward 
the Beckers’ expenses dur¬ 
ing Ron’s (at the time) 
pending surgery. 

“It’s overwhelming you 
know. The community of 
the town of Didsbury all 
came together and pitched 
in," he said. 

In addition to the church 
and community’s help, Wal- 
Mart, Ron’s fomter employ¬ 
er, also helped fundraise 
for him. 

“Anything we’ve received 
for this has been really, 
really helpful.” 

“I look forward to going 
home. I miss my church. I 
miss my town.”

The world of firefighting 
had always been a field of 
interest for Paula Drever. 

“It was something that 
always fascinated me,” 
said Drever. 

“Me and a friend from 
the curling club went for it 
together. 1 really wanted to 
give back to the 
community.” 

Since then, Drever has 
been with the Didsbury 
Fire Department for six 
years, working in Calgary 
during weekdays. 

First entering the force 
was a unique experience 
for Drever, tasked with 
some interesting training 
to become a qualified fire¬ 
fighter. 

“One of the things that 
really threw me during the 
training was the air 
packs,” said Drever. 

“The first time I put it on, 
it was a totally different 
world. At that time too it 
was the old-style mask 
with the long trunk on the 
front. It was hard to 
breathe in and 1 thought 


‘How do you guys do 
this?’” 

Drever had been given a 
pager from the department 
the night of her first “big” 
fire, just in time to answer 
to the call. 

“I had just got my pager 
the night before,” Drever 
explained. “I remember 
the first thing I said to my 
husband was, ‘How do I

know if it works?’ Then 
later it goes off so I can 
answer to a house fire.” 

The structural fire was a 
large one that Drever 
recalls entering into with a 
rush of adrenalin. 

“The first thing I thought 
when 1 arrived at the scene 
was ‘Wow - 1 can’t see 
nothing!’ because of the 


smoke," Drever 

laughed. 

“But it wasn’t until after 
the fire was out that I real¬ 
ly looked at things differ¬ 
ently. I just followed my 
buddy in front in to do my 
job, and later I was on the 
roof to extinguish from 
there. When everything 
was done I thought, ‘Oh - 
now I have to get down 
from here’. That’s when the 
entirety of the fire sunk 
in." 

Drever notes that grass 
and wild fires are among 
the most common fires in 
the Didsbury area and 
county, and that preven¬ 
tion of such events can be 
a simple matter of awareness. 

“Just be aware of the 
wind when burning things 
and the dryness," said 
Drever. 

“A lot of fires can start 
from the combines work¬ 
ing and when farmers 
drive out into the fields in 
pickups, from the heat of 
the exhaust. It’s under¬ 
standable that people 
want to get out there and 
get their jobs done, but it 
can become a hazard if the 
circumstances are wrong.”

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An early start to 
firefighting

Braydon Snyder, first-year 
firefighter with the Didsbury 
Fire Department, ha<l an 
interest in the field as early 
as 10-years-old, after a 
significant event. 

“Kick Mousseau was the 
original inspiration to 
become a firefighter,” said 
Snyder. “He was the first to 
attend to the grass fire that 
happened near our farm 
when 1 was a kid.” 

The grass fire occurred 
next to Snyder’s home while 
his parents w r ere out. 

Garbage was burning in a 
legal barrel when flames 
escaped from the top due to 
the wind and caught on the 
grass nearby. 

However, after Mousseau. 
former fire chief for the 
Didsbury Fire Department, 
arrived on scene and, shortly 
after, other staff members 
from the department, the 
flames were dealt with. 

“It’s really important for 
kids to know to call 911 first," 
said Snyder. “At the time of 
the grass fire 1 didn't call right 


away, and when 1 did I didn't 
stay on the line. I just rushed 
out and grabbed a hose and 
started trying to put out the 
fires myself.” 

Since working with the 
Didsbury department, Snyder 
has seen his old fire-extin¬ 
guishing skills first renowned 
as a kid put to use against 
other grass fires in and 
around the area, and a few 
structural and other severe 
fires as well. 

“One of the worst fires 1 
went to was a sulphur fire," 
Snyder explained. "It was very 
dangerous. I remember when 
we got there, it had first come 
in as a major hazard. All I 
could see was molten sulphur 
on fire at the scene. I was told 
to put on air because breath¬ 
ing otherwise was highly dan- 
gerous. There wen* about 10 
trenches full of these 1 fires.” 

Working with the fire 
department has been a posi¬ 
tive experience for Snyder, 
and for his connection with 
the community. 

“I've been in Didsbury all 
my life. It feels good to help 
out the community like this, 
and you get such an adrenalin 
rush from it,” said Snyder.

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Keep your cool when the alarm sounds 


Imagine awakening from 
your sleep to hear your 
smoke alarm beeping. You 
are groggy, confused and 
scared. This is a time 
when many people panic 
and end up making 
serious - sometimes fatal - 
mistakes. 

Make sure that everyone 
in your home knows exact¬ 
ly what to do when the 
alarm sounds or there is 
smoke or fire. A good 
escape plan that your 
family has practiced will 
help everyone deal with a 
scary situation in a calm 
and safe manner. 

• Get out quickly if there 
is a fire because fire moves 
extremely fast. You may 
have only three minutes or 
less before the toxic smoke 
overtakes you. Please visit: 
www.3minutedrill.alberta.ca 

• Teach children to never 
hide in closets or under 
beds. 

• Choose two ways out 
of every room. If heat or 
smoke blocks the usual fire 
exit (door), then use the 
second way out (another 
door or the window). 

• Test doors before 


opening them: 

• Feel the door and look 
for smoke coming in 
around the edges. 

• If the door is not hot 
and there is no smoke 
coming in, open it slowly, 
but be prepared to slam 
it shut if heat or smoke 
nish in. 

• If the door is hot, use 
your other exit. 

• If you must escape 
through smoke, get low 
and go under the smoke to 
the nearest exit. Smoke 
will rise to the ceiling, leav¬ 
ing cooler, cleaner air 
close to the floor. 

• Parents should take 
into account the limita¬ 
tions of young children, the 
elderly or disabled when 
planning a fire escape. 

• If you live in an apart¬ 
ment building and the 
smoke alarm goes off, only 
use the stairs. Never use an 
elevator. 

• Choose a family meet¬ 
ing spot, a safe distance 
away from the home. It 
can be as simple as meet¬ 
ing under a neighbour's 
tree. 

• Practice, practice, 
practice. If your family has 


rehearsed various emer¬ 
gencies regularly, they will 
know exactly what to do if 
the real thing occurs. 

When you are making 
your escape plan, do not 
assume young children will 
be woken by a smoke 
alarm. 

According to recent 
research, children under 
the age of nine experience 
the deepest sleep of all 
groups studied. If you 
have young children at 
home, it is best to 
practice your home fire 
escape drill during 
sleeping hours. 

It is an adult’s responsi¬ 
bility to awaken young 
children during a fire emer¬ 
gency and get them out 
safely.

Sharing prevention 
knowledge

Pat Dodman has worked as a volun¬ 
teer firefighter for many years, first 
starting in Olds in the field in 1989 
before joining the Didsbury Fire 
Department’s staff in 1995 when he 
moved to the area. 

“I always thought it would be kind 
of cool, and it was a way to help the 
community and meet it too,” said 
Dodman, who has been with the 
Didsbury department for 15 years 
now. “At the time when I first started, 
I was new to Olds, and I wanted to 
meet people, so I joined. I did the 
same in Didsbury when I came here." 

When Dodman first entered the 
firefighting field he was in college, 
studying agricultural work. 

The training experience was com¬ 
pletely new and unexpected for 
Dodman, as he had little knowledge 
of what to expect going into it. 

“It was really interesting, and I was 
really young at the time, so every¬ 
thing was new,” said Dodman. 

His first fire, a harsh attic fire while 
working at the Olds department, gave 
Dodman his first fright. 


“It was extremely scary, this attic 
fire," Dodman explained. “They gave 
me an air pack and that was it, in I 
went to do my job.” 

Grass, wild and barn fires are 
common in Didsbury and the sur¬ 
rounding area, and while outdoor 
burning anil machinery can lend 
themselves to starting them, there’s 
another cause that can lead to flames 
sparking. 

“People throwing cigarettes out 
windows can cause them too,” said 
Dodman. 

For those with legal burning bar¬ 
rels, it is important to be aware of the 
area around the burning site and to 
net the flames correctly, especially 
when it’s windy, as wind can knock 
just a small flame out and onto the 
grass, where a fire can spark. 

“Machinery and exhaust heat can 
also cause fires," Dodman explained. 
“With farm machinery, being aware 
and keeping it in good condition and 
doing regular maintenance helps to 
prevent fires happening.” 

As for fire prevention at home, 
Dodman suggests keeping an eye on 
and cleaning furnace motors once a 
year, and changing batteries on fire 
alarm systems when necessary.

Charges pending against 
Edmonton man in death crash

Criminal charges art- pending ag;iinst an 
Edmonton man following an alcohol-relat¬ 
ed two-vehicle crash on the QPJI on Oct. 1 
that claimed the life of his friend. 

Tlie man, who was the driver of one of 
the vehicles, was charged by police at a 
Calgary hospital immediately following 
the fatal crash with breach of conditions, 
including having contact with the man 
who was killed in the accident and violat¬ 
ing a court-imposed curfew. Police have 
identified the charged man as 20-year-old 
Abdirahman Said Ahmed. 

Didsbury RCMP CpI. Warren Wright said 
additional Criminal Code charges related 
to the crash are pending against Ahmed. 

Shortly after 3 am. on Oct. 1 Didsbury 
RCMP, Didsbury Fire and provincial F'MS 
were dispatched to a two-vehicle collision 
on the highway between the Carstairs and 
Didsbury overpasses. 

Police say a black 2005 Chevrolet Impala 
had been travelling northbound on Ilwy. 2 
when the driver lost control in the north¬ 
bound lane, crossed into the centre medi¬ 


an, went through the retaining cable fence, 
and struck a southbound silver 2000 
Mercury Grand Marquis. 

The 20-year-old driver of the Impala was 
transported to Calgary with non-life- 
threatening injuries. The 23-year-old front 
seat passenger was not injured and 
released at scene. 

The 24-year-old backseat passenger was 
not wearing his seatbelt and was fatally 
injured from the collision. 

EMS worked on him while transporting 
him to the Didsbury hospital where he was 
declared deceased. All three men were 
from Edmonton. 

The elderly couple from Red Deer in the 
Grand Marquis - the 70-year-old driver and 
his 65-year-old passenger - were transport¬ 
ed to Didsbury Hospital with minor 
injuries and were later released. 

At the time of the accident the couple 
were driving to the Calgary International 
Airport for a vacation flight to Reno, 
Nevada. 

Wright said alcohol was a factor in the 
fatal collision. 

He said the matter is still under 
investigation.

The town will consider partnering with the Peer 
Support Services for Abused Women (PSSAW) in a contin¬ 
ued goal to end domestic violence. 

At council’s regular meeting on Sept. 27 Andrea 
Silverstone, executive director of PSSAW, asked council 
to formally adopt a policy of zero tolerance on abuse. She 
told council members her group would even help them 
craft the policy. 

She also asked council to participate in a University of 
Calgary study on domestic violence, adding that the town 
could help by providing information into the study’s research. 

“What this will mean for women is that it will be safe to 
come forward in this town," said Silverstone 

Council agreed to direct administration to study the 
requests and to come back with a report on how best the 
townx-ould help the group. 

“1 don’t see how this would be an issue,” said Mayor 
Brian Wittal to council members following Silverstone’s 
presentation. “I think it is certainly feasible, something we 
can incorporate and get that information out." 

Silverstone’s group has been to council before. It asked

for funding in 2010 but was denied. The group tried again 
for this year but was refused again. However, they 
appealed and did receive funding for this year. The funds 
went towards the group’s Inspiring Teens program. 


Silverstone said the motives behind the Sept. 27 presen¬ 
tation were not solely to seek additional funding. She said 
it was important for her group to continue to raise aware¬ 
ness of the issue of domestic violence. “We believe munic¬ 
ipalities are partners in ending domestic violence,” said 
Silverstone, whose group serves Mountain View County, 
Calgary, Crowsnest Pass, and for one year, the Town of Bowden. 

“Part of what we want is funding but we also want to 
make them aware of issues and understand how they can 
partner with us to addressing and ending domestic vio¬ 
lence. It is less about money and more on how we can 
work as partners.” 

She said domestic violence remains an ongoing issue of 
concern throughout Mountain View County. According to 
the group's statistics, 24 domestic assaults were reported 
to Olds RCMP in 2(X)8, 71 per cent of those surveyed said 
that they or someone they know were affected by domes¬ 
tic abuse, 87 per cent of those surveyed saw a need for 
support services for those experiencing abuse and 70 per 
cent said they or someone they know would access serv¬ 
ices if available. 

“We want to do prevention work, not just intervention," 
said Silverstone. “The more we speak about domestic vio¬ 
lence the more victims will seek support.” 
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Didsbury Municipal Library hosting ‘Snapshot Day 2011 


The purpose of the day is to create a 
snapshot’ of what happens in a library in a 
single day, to help them and their advo¬ 
cates demonstrate how the institution 
impacts the people who visit the library 
and the communities in which they live. 

“We are going to have comment cards. 
We hope to get a lot of feedback from our 
patrons,” said Kosinski. “I am looking for 
their stories on why libraries are impor¬ 
tant to them. 

“Sometimes citizens think it is just about 
popular fiction,” she added.
